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COULD SOLAR 
FARMS BE ON THE 
MARCH THROUGH 
THE RURAL VALE? 


RESIDENTS in 
West Aberthaw are 
angry that a mas¬ 
sive solar farm has 
been granted plan¬ 
ning permission, 
and fear that it 
could be the start of 
a ‘roll out’ across 
the rural Vale, 
writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

At last Thursday’s 


meeting of the Vale 
Council planning com¬ 
mittee (January 16), 
applications were con¬ 
sidered for three solar 
farms in the Vale. 

The renewable ener¬ 
gy company INRG 
Solar had put forward 
two, at West Farm Hall 
in Aberthaw, and at 
Sutton Mawr farm near 
Moulton.

Lightsource SPV of 
London, put forward 
an amended applica¬ 
tion for a solar farm at 
Treguff Farm near 
Flemingston - an 
application that had 
previously been turned 
down. 

At the meeting, the 
Treguff Farm was 
turned down again, but 
the other two were 
passed. In all three 
cases, the Vale Council 
officers’ recommenda¬ 
tion was that they 
should be passed. 

Josie Evans of West 
Aberthaw, who was at 
the planning meeting, 
told The GEM: “I was 
shocked that after a 
long discussion about 
Treguff Earm, the 
application in West 
Aberthaw was passed 
in five minutes or so. 

“The Sutton Mawr 
farm application also 


went through with 
hardly any discus¬ 
sion.” 

The two successful 
applications are much 
bigger solar farms than 
the unsuccessful one. 

At Sutton Mawr, the 
solar panels will cover 
19.11 hectares, and 
will generate 8MW of 
power, while West 
Aberthaw will cover 
16.33 hectares and will 
generate 7MW. 

In contrast, after 
being previously 
turned down, the 
Treguff solar farm had 
been scaled down, 
from a 4.36MW unit to 
a 3.65MW, covering 
10.79 hectares. 

Nevertheless, it was 
turned down again. 

Josie Evans said: “I 
think we suffered in 
West Aberthaw 

because councillors 
thought: ‘What’s the 


problem? They already 
have a power station 
and cement works 
nearby.’ 

“It now means that 
we are surrounded, and 
will lose the rural char¬ 
acter of our neighbour¬ 
hood.” 

She said that resi¬ 
dents in West 
Aberthaw and Gileston 
had all opposed the 
plan, and had signed a 
petition - to no avail. 

Coun Kevin 

Mahoney, who repre¬ 
sents UIQP on the Vale 
Council, said: “As the 
only councillor to vote 
against the application 
for the siting of a solar 
farm at West Aberthaw, 
it is with some disgust 
that I highlight that 
this project will basi¬ 
cally hem in the poor 
residents of this area.”

Butts parking 
ticket row takes 
another twist

THE row over the issuing of 
parking tickets in The Butts in 
Cowbridge has taken another 
turn. 

Traffic wardens (or Civil 
Enforcement Officers, as they are now 
called) are no longer issuing tickets, 
because doubts have emerged over 
who owns the land. 

The cars that received tickets were 
- as the drivers freely admitted - 
parked on double yellow lines, but not 
on the road, and they did not impede 
traffic flow. 

The Butts has double yellow lines 
on both sides of the road. On one side 
is the official town walls car park, 
while on the other side there is an area 


of wasteland, where there is room for 
three or four cars. 

It was cars on this side of the road 
that received £70 parking tickets. One 
driver, who asked not to be named, 
told The GEM that she would be dis¬ 
puting the ticket and taking it up with 
the Vale Council. 

This week, the Vale Council con¬ 
firmed that tickets were no longer 
being issued. 

A spokesperson said: “The status of 
the triangular verge area at The Butts, 
Cowbridge, is being investigated and 
until such time as this matter has been 
clarified, no further tickets will be 
issued at this location.”

NHS inquiry call 
after patient dies 
in Bridgend A&E 


THE Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend has said 
that staff are 
“deeply saddened” 
after the death of a 
man whose admit¬ 
tance to the A&E 
department was 
delayed by four 
hours, writes 

PHILIP IRWIN. 

The case, which has 
now attracted national 
media interest, took place 
last Thursday, January 
16. 

In a statement, a 
spokeswoman for 

Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
(ABMU) hospital trust 
said: “We are deeply sad¬ 
dened to report the death 
of a patient in the 


Emergency Department 
of the Princess of Wales 
Hospital on January 16. 
We wish to express our 
sincere condolences to 
the patient’s family. 

“The patient was 
admitted to the depart¬ 
ment at 11am, and two 
hours later became sud¬ 
denly very unwell. 
Despite efforts by staff to 
resuscitate him, he later 
died. 

“Prior to being admit¬ 
ted to the department, the 
patient was in an ambu¬ 
lance, attended by para¬ 
medics, for over four 
hours. 

“The Princess of 
Wales Hospital 

Emergency Department 
was extremely busy at 
the time, and unfortu¬ 
nately there were delays 
admitting patients as a 


result. The patient was 
assessed by a doctor 
while in the ambulance. 

“The Coroner has 
been informed of his 
death, and the Health 
Board is carrying out an 
urgent review of the case 
to ascertain what lessons 
can be learned, and if this 
very sad death could 
have been avoided. It is 
too early at this stage to 
comment any further.” 

The Welsh 

Conservative Shadow 
Minister for Health 
Darren Millar AM said: 

“Welsh Conservatives 
have long called for an 
independent Keogh-style 
inquiry into standards of 
patient care - a call 
backed by clinicians 
across Wales.” 

The regional AM for 
South Wales West, Suzy 
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Davies, said: “This case 
bears a similarity to that 
of another recent tragedy 
in north Wales, which 
also followed a long wait 
and delays within the 
NHS. 

“There is a clear prob¬ 
lem within our health 
service and I am 
extremely saddened to 
see the circumstances of 
this latest case.” 

Byron Davies, the 
Conservative regional 
AM for South Wales 
West, said: “This is 
another hugely worrying 
case within our NHS that 
provides further proof of 
the need for an independ¬ 
ent inquiry into standards 
of care. 

“Carwyn Jones and 
Welsh Labour must make 
a statement on this case.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “We 
are sorry to hear of this 
tragic incident and our 
thoughts are with the 
family at this very diffi¬ 
cult time. 

“We expect the 
Health Board to under¬ 
take a full investigation 
to understand the cir¬ 
cumstances that led to 
sad outcome. 

“ As this is now the 
subject of a police inves¬ 
tigation it would not be 
appropriate for us to 
comment further at this 
stage. 

“We expect Local 
Health Boards to work 
closely with the 
Ambulance Trust to 
ensure patients are 
handed over from ambu¬ 
lance crews to the care 
of A&E staff in a safe 
and timely manner.”

New twist in parking row

The issue generated a great deal of 
correspondence in The GEM, with 
some readers claiming that the 
Highway Code was quite clear that 
parking was not allowed on either side 
of a double yellow line. 

At the time the story broke, in 
December, the Vale Council said: “The 
civil enforcement officers (CEOs) 
issue penalty charge notices (PCNs) in 
line with the restrictions indicated on 
the signs and lines on the highway. 

“Should a member of the public 
receive a PCN that they feel is inap¬ 
propriate, then there is a process for 
them to appeal against the notice. 

“The appeal will be considered in 
the first instance by the parking man¬ 
ager and, should there be any issues 
raised regarding the correctness of the 
signs, lines or Traffic Regulation 
Orders (TROs) then these will be 
addressed by the Vale Council Traffic 


Management team in due course. 

“A considerable effort was made in 
advance of applying for Civil Parking 
Enforcement (CPE) powers from the 
Welsh Government to get the signs, 
lines and Traffic Regulation Orders 
correct. 

“Inevitably there are still errors 
which are being corrected as and when 
they come to light. 

“Should the results of the appeal not 
resolve the matter, then there is an 
independent adjudication process that 
can be invoked.” 

The GEM spoke to one woman who 
had received a parking ticket. She said 
that she had paid, but intended to 
appeal. 

In the light of the new information, 
she said that she would definitely be 
appealing, adding: “If it is not on 
council-owned land, then the issuing 
of the ticket may have been illegal.” 


by this solar farm, will,

Josie Evans said that 
she was concerned about 
the loss of agricultural 
land, and warned other 
Vale communities that 
she feared similar appli¬ 
cations for solar farms 
could be in the pipeline. 

Her neighbour, Cathy 
Sheehy, told The GEM: 
“There are so many 
brownfield sites around, 
at Llandow for instance, 
why put a solar farm on 
a greenfield site? 

“Look at the ash 
mound at the power sta¬ 
tion. They could put 
solar panels on that and 
no one would mind!” 

Solar farms are grant¬ 
ed a licence for 25 years. 
After that, in theory, the 
land could be returned to 
agricultural use. 

However, in the Vale 
Council officers’ report 
that recommended the 
project be given the go- 
ahead, the loss of agri¬ 
cultural land was not an 
issue. 

In fact, the report said 
that a solar farm would 
“contribute to the viabil¬ 
ity of existing agricul¬ 
tural holdings through a 
diversification of 

income.” 

The GEM asked 
INRG Energy for a 
comment but, unfortu¬ 
nately, at the time of 
going to press, a reply 
had not been received.

THE Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
(FUW) has claimed 
a victory in its fight 
on behalf of 
Glamorgan farm¬ 
ers who had notices 
served on them by 
the Land Registry. 

An FUW 

spokesman said: “The 
notice related to an 
attempt by the trustees 
of the Ogmore Angling 
Association to register 
a ‘profit a prendre’, 
which would have 
given them sole and 
exclusive fishing rights 
on the River Ogmore 
and its tributaries. 

“More than 140 sep¬ 
arate notices were 
served on landowners, 
but the union has now 
learned the Land 
Registry has cancelled 
these applications.” 

He continued: “The 
FUW was involved in 
objecting on behalf of 
a number of members, 
in addition to writing 
directly to the Ogmore 
Angling Association 
trustees and the Land 
Registry and believes

our involvement has 
helped ensure this 
matter does not pro¬ 
ceed.” 

The FUW county 
executive officer, Glyn 
Davies, said: “The 
processing of these 
applications by the 
Land Registry has cost 
a great deal of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money and has 
also caused a huge 
amount of distress and 
anger to landowners 
involved in this 
attempt to register a 
profit a prendre on 
their land. 

“Even more alarm¬ 
ing is the fact that this 
is the second attempt 
by the trustees of the 
Ogmore Angling 
Association to register 
these rights, following 
the first application in 
2008, which was again 
cancelled by the Land 
Registry. 

“In light of these 
applications, the FUW 
would welcome a 
review by the Welsh 
and Westminster 


Governments of the 
profit a prendre sys¬ 
tem.” 

One FUW member 
who complained about 
receiving a notice, 
Beatrice Hayball- 
Jones, said she is 
“extremely glad” of 
the support given to 
her by the union and is 
adamant its involve¬ 
ment played a signifi¬ 
cant role in causing the 
failure of the attempt 
to register fishing 
rights on her land. 

In response, the 
Ogmore Angling 
Association issued the 
following statement: 

“The association 
and its lawyers are cur¬ 
rently considering the 
issues surrounding the 
application for regis¬ 
tration of the associa¬ 
tion 's fishing rights. 

“The association is 
satisfied that its exist¬ 
ing rights continue and 
that its members 
remain entitled to exer¬ 
cise those rights as they 
always have done. 

“The association has 
no further comment to 
make at this stage. ”

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by AJ SICLUNA 


Gang were caught 
breaking into empty 
cannabis factory 


A GANG of four men had a 
shock when they broke into 
a cannabis factory in Barry 
to discover that all the 
plants growing the drug 
had been taken away, 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

The police were swiftly on the 
scene and arrested two men hid¬ 
ing in a nearby garden. Another 
was caught when spotted by a 
police helicopter climbing over a 
fence, after losing a shoe, said 
prosecutor Tracey Lloyd- 
Nesling. 

Daniel Whelan (29) of Bryn 
Gwili, Pencoed, Geraint 
Lodwick (22), of Rhymney, 
Cardiff, Ian Lang (36) of 
Rogerston, Newport, and 
Mohammed Hafiz (26) of Barry 
Road, Barry, each admitted a 
charge of burglary. Whelan was 


jailed for 40 weeks and Lodwick 
and Lang for 32 weeks. The sen¬ 
tences were suspended for 18 
months, and each was also 
ordered to carry out 180 hours 
of unpaid work. 

Hafiz, who was said to have 
previous convictions for burgla¬ 
ry, was jailed for 18 months. The 
first three defendants were 
ordered to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £100. 

Ms Lloyd-Nesling said they 
broke into what was a disused 
cannabis factory in Barry Road, 
Barry, but when they got in, 
they found there was no 
cannabis. 

They fled the scene - but the 
police arrived swiftly and car¬ 
ried out arrests. 

Judge Daniel Williams said: 
“You four formed a team to bur¬ 
gle a house. Your true target was 
cannabis. You used a Mercedes 


Sprint van and the police were 
forced to use a helicopter to 
arrest Hafiz.” 

David Pinnell for Whelan said 
he had a productive family life 
and custody would undo his 
good work in the past. 

Adam Sharpe for Lodwick, 
said that at the time of the 
offence, he had been taking 
cannabis and cocaine, but had 
since addressed his use of drugs. 

Lang’s counsel, Hash Salman, 
urged the court to draw back 
from a custodial sentence and 
added that reflectively, he was a 
man of good character. 

Kevin Seal for Hafiz, said he 
fell into the category because of 
past convictions, where he could 
have received a three-year sen¬ 
tence. 


SERIAL BURGLAR GETS 
ALMOST SEVEN YEARS 


A SERIAL burglar 
who waged a cam¬ 
paign of crime in 
the Penarth, Dinas 
Powys and Barry 
areas has been 
jailed for six years, 
eight months at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Craig Dibble, 28, 
often broke into the 
homes of pensioners and 
once disturbed an 11- 
year-old girl, who was 
staying with her grand¬ 
parents. 

Said Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC: “Burglary 
is not simply an offence 
against property which 
can sometimes be 
replaced. It is an offence 
against the person as 
well, and people believe 
their homes have been 
violated.” 

Dibble, of Cornwall 
Road, Barry, admitted 11 
charges involving bur¬ 
glary, stealing a car, 
stealing car number 
plates, driving while dis¬ 
qualified, shoplifting 
and taking a car without 
consent. 

He also asked the 
court to take into consid¬ 
eration three further 
offences of burglary. 

The judge said Dibble 
had started committing 
crime when he was 14 
and the present offences 
could only be described 
as a campaign, which 
began within a few 
weeks of his last release 
from prison. 

Some of the burglaries 
terrified victims and one 
householder had night¬ 
mares. 

The 11-year-old, who 
spotted Dibble in her 
bedroom dressed in 
black, was “frightened 
stiff’, but pretended to 
be asleep and “brave and 
clever”, telephoned her 
grandparents in the next 
bedroom. 

Prosecutor John 
Lloyd said Dibble bur¬ 


gled a house in St 
Fagans Avenue, Barry, 
while the pensioner 
occupants were asleep, 
took the car keys and 
drove off in their Ford 
Ka. 

The following day, he 
stole a £160 jacket from 
the House of Fraser store 
in Cardiff, and after¬ 
wards drove while dis¬ 
qualified. 

A store detective tried 
to stop him, and was 
thrown from the side of 
the vehicle but not 
injured. 

Dibble then stole 
number plates from 
another Ford Ka and 
broke into a house in 
Pencoedtre Road, Barry, 
when the occupants were 
asleep. 

He tried to break into 
a house in Churchfields 
Road, Barry, and was 
seen putting his arm 
through an open win¬ 
dow. 

Later, he burgled a 
house in the Vale. This 
was the occasion when 
he entered the child’s 
bedroom. 


After stealing a fur¬ 
ther set of number plates, 
said Mr Lloyd, he was 
spotted driving a stolen 
VW Polo with false 
number plates and was 
arrested. 

On some occasions, 
said Mr Lloyd, he left 
fingerprints and foot¬ 
prints at the scene. At 
one house, he removed 
security lights and 

among the items stolen 
were irreplaceable 

engagement and wed¬ 
ding rings. 

When arrested in 

November, he denied the 
offences, and said: “No 
commenf ’ to questions. 

One victim, said Mr 
Lloyd, had a terminal ill¬ 
ness and could not use 
his vehicle to go to hos¬ 
pital, which made him 
anxious and angry. 

Another victim said 
stress had affected her 
and her husband and the 
insurance company 
would not reimburse 
them because the win¬ 
dow had been partially 
open. One victim said: “I 
can’t believe someone 


would do something l ik e 
this to us.” 

The 11-year-old, said 
Mr Lloyd, was badly 
affected and the family 
had considered coun¬ 
selling. One woman 
said: “Dibble has taken 
my security away from 
me.” 

He was said to have 
convictions for 53 
offences, 12 for burglary 
and others for robbery, 
causing grievous bodily 
harm, and drugs 
offences. 

His counsel Laurence 
Jones, said: “He feels 
disgust and shame. He 
must dramatically turn 
his life around because 
of the effect of what he 
has done on others. At 
last, he realises the 
impact of his behaviour. 

“None of the premis¬ 
es,” he said “were target¬ 
ed or ransacked, and 
when his sentence is 
over, in a scheme being 
tested in south Wales, he 
will meet some of his 
victims, if they wish, 
when he wants to apolo¬ 
gise.” 


‘Meow Meow’ sales: two 
brothers are sentenced 


TWO brothers have been sen¬ 
tenced at Cardiff Crown Court 
for being involved with the 
drug mephedrone, also known 
as ‘Meow Meow’.. 

Gavin Jones (31) of King Edward 
Street, Bridgend, and Dale Jones (24) 
of Glen Garw, Bridgend, each admit¬ 
ted possessing the drug with intent to 
supply. 

Dale Jones received 16 weeks 
imprisonment and Gavin Jones was 
made subject to a community order for 
a year involving 180 hours unpaid 
work. He was also ordered to pay costs 
of £400 and a £60 victim surcharge. 

Prosecutor Nuhu Gobir said that on 
5am on December 9, the police were 
informed of two people acting suspi¬ 
ciously in the Blaengarw area. 

They made a search and spotted 
Dale Jones on a motorcycle. 

“He was grinding his teeth, sweat¬ 
ing profusely and there was a sweet 


smell coming from him,” said Mr 
Gobir. 

He said: “I’ve got stuff on me.” 

He was arrested and found with 
drugs worth up to £160. He had £189 
in cash. 

The police went to an address in 
Blaengarw and spoke to Gavin Jones, 
who was arrested after a quantity of 
mephedrone was seen in a bottle on 
the table. 

He said his brother had brought the 
drug to the house, but forgot to take it 
when he left. It was said to be worth 
approximately £2,200. 

Rhodri Chudleigh, for Dale Jones, 
said he had no previous convictions 
for drugs offences. 

Hugh Wallace, for Gavin Jones, 
said he was a person of positive, good 
character and cared for his mother, 
who had suffered 70 per cent burns in 
a fire. He had been taking drugs to get 
away from his problems, he added.

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NEW BUS SERVICE 
WILL CONNECT 
TO VALE VILLAGES 


FOLLOWING 
negotiations 
between the Vale 
Council and New 
Adventure Travel, it 
has been agreed 
that from March 10, 
Service 303/304 
from Bridgend will 
be extended to 
Cardiff. 

This will provide a 
through bus service 
between Bridgend and 
Cardiff, connecting many 
villages on the route, 
including Llantwit 
Major, St Athan, Rhoose 
and Barry. 

As part of the changes. 


there will also be an ear¬ 
lier journey to Bridgend 
to cater for Bridgend 
College students and an 
improved service for 
Llandough Hospital. 

The Sunday service 
303/304 route will run on 
a standard timetable and 
will now run via Port 
Road West, Colcot Road 
and Tenner Road. To 
allow for this change, 
Sunday Service 303/304 
from Pontypridd Road in 
Barry will no longer run 
and instead Pontypridd 
Road and Severn Avenue 
will continue to be 
served by service 100. 

Service 95 from 
Llantwit Major to Cardiff 


will have its route altered 
to fit alongside Service 
303/304. This will result 
in some changes to serv¬ 
ice 95, full details of 
which will be available 
on the council’s website. 

Coun Lis Burnett, cab¬ 
inet member for regener¬ 
ation, innovation, plan¬ 
ning and transportation 
said: “I am pleased to see 
that Service 303/304 has 
been extended to Cardiff, 
as this will open up even 
more travel opportunities 
for passengers. 

“It is particularly 
pleasing that we have 
been able to work with 
one of our local operators 
to secure an extension to 
a service at a time when 
money for services is 
hard to come by.” 

Service 95 from 
Llantwit Major to Cardiff 
will standardise its route 
to the Service 303/304, 
resulting in the loss of the 
current Monday to 
Saturday evening servic¬ 
es in the following areas: 

• Pontypridd Road in 
Barry - Service 95 - will 
instead run via Port Road 
West, Colcot Road and 
Tenner Road between the 
Cwm Ciddy roundabout 
and Romilly Schools, 
where the service can 
still be accessed. 

• Barry Island - 
Service 95 will not run 


any operation into Barry 
Island after the one-way 
system around the Ship 
Inn. However, the area 
will still benefit from a 
regular rail service provi¬ 
sion from Barry Island to 
Cardiff and Sunday bus 
Service 96 from Barry to 
Cardiff. 

• Barry between Barry 
town centre and 
Palmerston Road via 
Gibbonsdown and 
Coldbrook - Service 95 
will instead run via 
Wyndham Street, Court 
Road, Gladstone Road, 
Weston Square and 
Cardiff Road between 
Barry town centre and 
Palmerston Road junc¬ 
tion with Cardiff Road. 
The Council’s supported 
evening Service 94 Barry 
to Cardiff will continue 
to serve Cadoxton and 
Coldbrook in this area. 

• Llandough, North 
beyond the hospital main 
gate and Leckwith 
Village - Service 95 will 
instead return to the 
Merrie Harrier junction 
from Llandough Hospital 
and run into Cardiff City 
Centre via Barry Road, 
Cogan Spur, Cardiff Bay 
Retail Park, Grangetown 
and Cardiff Bay.

Audit Office gives 
council thumbs up 


THE Wales Audit Office has 
found the Vale Council’s 
finances to be “well managed”, 
and was satisfied that it has 
appropriate arrangements in 
place to secure economy, effi¬ 
ciency and effectiveness in the 
latest annual review by the 
Auditor General. 

The audit found no major issues 
with the council’s financial procedures 
or its accounts. The accounts were 
audited on September 26 and were 
found to be a true and fair view of the 
council’s financial position and trans¬ 
actions. 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader of the 
council, was “very satisfied” with the 


report: “It is good to have an outside 
body confirm that our financial proce¬ 
dures are working well and, in particu¬ 
lar, to find that the Auditor General 
considers that we have arrangements 
in place to secure economy, efficiency 
and effectiveness. 

“Like all Welsh local authorities, 
we are facing tough financial times, 
with more belt-tightening to come, but 
we will ensure that we will continue to 
manage our finances competently and 
prudently, to ensure the best services 
possible for local people.”

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT... 

QUESTION IS: WHAT 
HAPPENED TO THE 
LOST £17.7 MILLION? 


I WAS saddened again last 
week to read in The GEM 
reports from Pride In 
Barry that showed Wales’ 
largest town has been short¬ 
changed by £17.7m. 

The sale of land on Barry’s 
Waterfront five years ago, raised 
close to £50M and Barry has seen 
very little of this. 

Pride in Barry, a campaign group 
aimed at bringing people together to 
help the town’s regeneration, led the 
charge for Barry to regain some of 
this money. 

Locals felt angry that money had 
been taken away from Barry and that 
we had the right to expect a share of 
the profit. Without gaining an ele¬ 
ment of the proceeds of the sale of the 
land, the Welsh Government would 
have acted in no better way than 
asset strippers. 

As a result of Pride in Barry’s 
campaign some years ago, the town 
was awarded Regeneration status, 
with a grant of £9m split over three 
years. 

The Barry Regeneration Board 
was established to develop and co¬ 
ordinate regeneration projects across 
the town. 

Unfortunately, the conditions on 
the money were considerable and the 
first year ended up going on local 
authority pet projects, such as the

refurbishment of playgrounds etc. 

Although these have a part to play, 
they are not likely to deliver the eco¬ 
nomic regeneration we want to see. 

The Welsh Government also stated 
that no money could be carried over 
between the years. This meant that if 
there was a major project that need¬ 
ed funding, then it was impossible to 
deliver. If the money was not spent 
in one year, then it was lost. 

The ultimate question must be 


whether the majority of people in 
Barry can state the impact of the 
funding. 

The board gave up their time and 
achieved a considerable amount in 
trying circumstances. I can only 
imagine how much more they could 
have achieved with a free hand. 

I have previously asked for open 
and honest discussion on regenera¬ 
tion; and I do so again. There should 
be a non-partisan collaboration on 
how the Vale councillors and the 
Welsh Government intend to return 
investment to Barry. 

We need to know what has hap¬ 
pened to the £17.7m. I hope that 
Pride in Barry could play a key part 
in bringing about such a meeting. 

The Collins report that offered sus¬ 
tainable wealth-creating opportuni¬ 
ties for Barry has been shelved and 
the Vale’s regeneration bid has been 
rejected. These come on top of our 
poor funding settlement, which leaves 
us as one of Wales’ worst-funded 
communities. 

In a nutshell, we have one of the 
poorest funding settlements from the 
Welsh Government; they excluded us 
from its regeneration plans; have left 
us out of the Assisted Area Map,and 
taken away £17m of our own money 
to develop other parts of Wales. 

This is a desperate situation for 
which those in control need to be held 
to account. 


Two Vale women

Lara Cowp, from 
Dinas Powys, has been 
chosen as a finalist in 
the citizenship category, 
for her work in raising 
funds for the Teenage 
Cancer Trust Unit at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales, Cardiff - the 
only one of its kind in 
Wales. 

To date, Lara has 
raised more than 
£50,000 for the Teenage 
Cancer Trust, with more 
than £11,000 raised in 
2013. 

The First Minister 
said: “I am told that 
picking finalists from 
the many worthy 
entrants received was no 
easy task, but the people 
who have been chosen 
exemplify the reason I 
established the awards. 

“I wanted to be able 
to recognise the extraor¬ 
dinary achievements 
made by the people of 
Wales, people who I

country, people who go 
above and beyond to 
make a difference to life 
in Wales.

It’s ‘ifp up and away* as 
Cadets take glider course 


RECENTLY, four 
Air Cadets from 
372 (Barry) 
Squadron flew in a 
modern Vigilant at 
MoD St Athan; to 
experience at first 
hand the sensation 
of glider flying. 

Arriving early in the 
morning at 634 
Volunteer Gliding 
Squadron, the Cadets 
were given detailed 
safety, weather, flying 
and operational briefs 
relating to the day’s 
activities.

the glider. Jake 
Paterson, Jordan 
Saunders, Joe Bailey 
and Rhys Horton passed 
their gliding induction 
course, with ‘flying 
colours’. 

Jake said the flight 
was “really exciting and 
I can’t wait to fly in the 
Vigilant again; it was an 
amazing flight.” 

The Air Cadets also 
undertake adventure 
training, shooting, sport, 
field craft, project work 
and the Duke of 
Edinburgh Award

DiCaprio has yield¬ 
ed some incredible 
results, with their 
latest.

Based on a true story, 
DiCaprio plays Jordan 
Belfort, a stockbroker 
whose laissezfaire atti¬

himself is in danger of 
crumbling around him...

and fall of Jordan 
Belfort delivered with 
panache and a pleasing 
lack of moralising. 

While Winter’s 
script, and Scorsese’s 
direction, celebrate the 
excesses on show, argu¬ 
ments that they are 
glamourising such ille¬ 
gal dealings are wide of 
the mark. 

These are characters 
living life to the fullest, 
but beneath the yachts, 
fast cars and drugs there 
is nothing to show for 
it, Belfort and his co¬ 
workers slowly losing 
track of reality as their 
circumstances change. 

The characters are 
written with pin-sharp 
precision by Winter, 
fully fleshed and 
achingly real. While the 
film starts out as come¬ 
dy, albeit on the dark 
side, as Belfort’s world 
starts falling around him 
and drama replaces the 
humour, the film shifts 
gears effortlessly. 

With such meaty 
material, Martin 
Scorsese’s direction is 
livelier and edgier than 
it has been in many 
years. While he can 
hardly be accused of 
dipping in form, his 
recent work has felt 
more staid. Here, it 
feels as though he has 
been given material that 
allows him to cut loose. 

The ‘rise and fall’ 
aspect of the story 
brings to mind 
Goodfellas as a point of 
reference, but 
Scorsese’s direction 
isn’t a case of reliving 
past glories, more 
showing how much 
hunger and desire he 
still has. 

He brings out what 
may just be a career- 
best performance from 
his muse, Leonardo 
DiCaprio, who similarly 
delivers a ‘gloves-off’ 
performance that slides 
between gears with pre¬ 
cision and seemingly no 
little effort. 

Belfort isn’t a partic¬ 
ularly endearing charac¬ 


ter on paper, but 
DiCaprio never really 
hangs on the character’s 
shortfalls; instead, with 
a beaming grin and a 
casual attitude towards 
substance abuse, he 
lunges headlong into 
Belfort and comes out 
with a truly incredible 
turn. 

The cast is of such 
quality you can take to 
the bank how strong the 
performances will be. 

Of particular note 
are Jonah Hill, who is 
really blooming as a 
dramatic performer, his 
bufoonish Donnie start¬ 
ing off as a figure of 
fun but slowly turning 
into a figure of tragedy. 

Newcomer Margot 
Robbie is noteworthy as 
Belfort’s second wife, 
Rob Reiner is good 
value as his father, and 
its always a pleasure 
seeing Kyle Chandler, 
as the FBI agent on 
Belfort’s tail, on the big 
screen, among others. 

A richly compelling 
story. The Wolf of Wall 
Street is an exceptional 
film - a reminder of the 
skill of Scorsese’s direc¬ 
tion and an electric lead 
turn from Leonardo 
DiCaprio making for an 
incredible thrill ride. 

VERDICT: A mes¬ 
merising look at greed 
and the American dream 
gone awry. The Wolf of 
Wall Street is an epic 
film full of punch and 
verve. 

Martin Scorsese’s 
direction hasn’t seemed 
so urgent in years, 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s 
performance is perhaps 
the finest of his career 
yet, and it all comes 
wrapped in a fine 
screenplay from Terence 
Winter. 

The result is an 
absolute delight of a 
film. Essential viewing.

Wales’ only Royal 
Naval dockyard

This book looks at the 
ships created during the 
112-year history of the 
dockyard, covering their 
construction, careers and, 
in many cases, their 
demise as well. 

Almost 300 ships were 
built at Pembroke Dock, 
the only Royal Naval 


dockyard ever to exist in 
Wales, but only two 
major conflicts took 
place, so most Pembroke 
ships served in the con¬ 
stant series of skirmishes 
that marked the growth 
of the British Empire. 

Those small colonial 
engagements helped give 
the Royal Navy a stand¬ 
ing that has hardly ever 
been equalled before or 
since, and provide fasci¬ 
nating stories for the 
reader.

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‘CUT NUMBER OF COUNCILS’ 
PLAN SPARKS LIVELY DEBATE 


POLITICIANS in the Vale have 
been keen to comment on the 
Williams Commission’s review 
into public services - where the 
headline proposal has been that 
the number of local authorities in 
Wales should be cut from 22 to 
eitherlO, 11 or 12. 

The review prompted a regional AM to 
say it was “almost inevitable” that the 
Vale would be merged with Cardiff. 

Coun Neil Moore, the Leader of the 
Vale Council, said: “It is a significant 
report and as a result it will take some 
time to go through the contents and 
absorb its findings. 

“Many individuals and organisations 
have submitted evidence, but I am keen to 
stress the impact any potential reorganisa¬ 
tion could have on the community, not 
least in terms of jobs, the cost of reorgan¬ 
isation and service disruption caused as a 
result. 

“I have taken a keen interest in the 
review, but I have not argued for a full 
scale structural reorganisation and believe 
that is not necessary, affordable or 
required at this time. 

“Now the report has been published it 
will require considerable time and analy¬ 
sis to do justice to its contents. That 
being the case, it would be inappropriate 
to respond prematurely. 

“However, I recognise that opinions 
within local government across Wales 
will vary and there may be pressure for 
change, particularly where the austerity 
measures may challenge the sustainabili¬ 
ty of certain councils. This is certainly 
not the case in the Vale. 

“I also recognise that the debate will 
continue for the moment, but I await a 
formal response from Welsh Government, 
which I hope will be soon and allow us to 


debate the merits of the Commission’s 
report fully. 

“The Review has clearly identified 
options for 10, 11 and 12 local authorities 
rather than the current 22. 

“It is also clear that the report has pro¬ 
found implications for service delivery 
and for the Local Government workforce. 
It is therefore imperative that all stake¬ 
holders have as full a debate as possible 
before coming to any conclusions, and 
decisions on the future of our services, 
which cannot be taken lightly. 

“We already live in a time of unprece¬ 
dented cuts in public spending but we 
also know that demands on public servic¬ 
es have never been greater. 

“The economy is very fragile and we in 
Wales can ill alford the loss of a large 
number of good quality jobs, which are 
distributed around all parts of Wales, 
including some of our most deprived 
communities at this time. 

“It should be remembered that the 
Williams Commission was an independ¬ 
ent review and although the Welsh 
Government is not bound by its findings, 
we must know where the Government 
stands on these recommendations. 

“If there is to be change, then we will 
need clarity on timescales, transitional 
arrangements, service and workforce 
implications and above all how the mas¬ 
sive and substantial costs of any changes 
are to be met. 

“Whatever happens, I and my col¬ 
leagues in the Vale of Glamorgan will 
work constructively with the Welsh 
Government in shaping the future of 
Wales’ public services. 

“However, it is important to remember 
that the public services are major local 
employers and deliver services that 
enable individuals to lead healthy and ful¬ 
filled lives within sustainable communi-

ties. I look forward to a full debate on 
these issues in the coming months.” 

Commenting on the recommendations, 
regional AM, Andrew RT Davies, said: 

“It is important to remember that at this 
stage, these remain proposals and it is 
now up to the Welsh Government to come 
forward with a response. 

“Ultimately, given the public specula¬ 
tion and the on-going uncertainty, I am 
hopeful that the Welsh Government will 
make their position clear sooner rather 
than later. 

“From a local perspective, it is almost 
inevitable now that the Vale will be amal¬ 
gamated with Cardiff, as is the case with 
health in the area. 

“However, it should be remembered 
that big is not always beautiful. Since its 
formation in 2009, Cardiff & Vale UHB 
has been through a number of chairs and 
chief executives and has a far from 
impressive record of service delivery. 

“This should not be solely a question 
of financing local government. The whole 
process should be underpinned by a 
debate about what services we as resi¬ 
dents expect local authorities to deliver. 
Ultimately it would be a sad day for 
democracy in Wales if any systemic 
reform leads communities to feel greater 
disconnect with local authorities.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt said: “The 
Williams Commission has produced an 
extensive report which will now be con¬ 
sidered by all those in Welsh public serv¬ 
ices. 

“As the Assembly Member for the 
Vale, I will be listening to all those who 
engage in the debate and discussions, 
feeding back views as we consider the 
way forward. At a time of continuing aus¬ 


terity and public service cuts, it is vital 
that we look at all options to safeguard 
and improve our public services.” 

Launching its own report Catch 22 (3), 
Electoral Reform Society Cymru (ERSC) 
has raised concerns that larger councils 
may weaken local democracy, and has 
warned the Welsh Government not to rush 
into it.. 

Steve Brooks, the director of the 
ERSC, said: “There’s a real danger that in 
moving towards mergers, local democra¬ 
cy could suffer. Larger councils could 
make voters feel more disconnected and 
less able to influence decisions which 
affect their everyday lives. 

“Evidence from Europe suggests that 
this can undermine the public’s confi¬ 
dence in local government and its ability 
to respond to local needs. 

“The Williams Commission rightly 
addresses these concerns, but in the push 
to re-organise, it’s important that the 
Welsh Government takes time to protect 
local, democratic engagement. 

“Plans should be brought forward to 
give neighbourhoods real power to make 
local decisions. Welsh Ministers should 
also revisit the 2002 Sunderland 
Commission report which recommended 
a fair voting system for local govern¬ 
ment.” 

“Without voting reform, there’s an 
added danger that these larger councils 
will become one-party states, which will 
only further compound councils’ gover¬ 
nance problems” 

Paul Haley, the chairman of the ‘Pride 
in Barry’ group, felt that Barry would 
benefit from a merger with Cardiff. 

He said: “It will be a chance to explore 
potential new opportunities for the town, 
for example, a greater link for the Barry 
beaches with Cardiff and additional 
image building and promotional events. 


“ Pride In Barry would welcome posi¬ 
tive engagement in the next steps consul¬ 
tation to ensure that the views of the 
Barry community are represented and the 
best outcome for Barry is achieved.” 

The Leader of Plaid Cymru in the Vale, 
Coun Chris Pranks, has urged caution. He 
said, “The current system is considered 
outdated by the Welsh Government, but 
we have to make sure that any change is 
an improvement. 

“Any change needs to be financially 
sound, with clear information regarding 
the initial funding required.” 

He continued, “There’s a great deal 
more to this report than simply cutting the 
number of councils. Por instance there’s 
the future of some aspects of the Health 
Service, the Eire Service, National Parks 
and Community Health Councils.” 

He said that the report also appears to 
propose some sort of semi-merger 
between the Eire Service and the 
Ambulance Service, and that town and 
community councils are marked for 
mergier as well. 

Surprisingly, he said, the report does 
not make any recommendation concern¬ 
ing the number of councillors that should 
be in each ward. 

Commenting on this, Coun Pranks 
concluded: “This report has much breadth 
but little depth. Despite many far-reach¬ 
ing recommendations over a wide range 
of issues, this report contains no reference 
to the number of councillors or their 
method of election.” 

Independent Barry councillor Richard 
Bertin said: “Although I agree we need to 
reconfigure councils, I am concerned that 
we in the Vale will come out the loser. I 
sincerely hope that everything will not be 
centred around Cardiff at the expense of 
us here in the Vale.”

WELSH CAMP AIMS TO 
BLOT OUT CIVIL WAR 
AS FANS GEAR UP FOR 
HISTORIC CAMPAIGN 


O UTLANDISH though it may 
seem, the final outcome of the 
2014 Six Nations rugby cham¬ 
pionship which kicks off on Saturday, 
February 1, may well prove to be 
determined on the opening weekend - 
with the main contenders for the title 
all having a special point to prove, 
writes DON JOHN. 

Notorious slow starters Wales, who 
face last year’s surprise package, Italy, at 
the Millennium Stadium, will be hoping 
that this time there will be no repeat of 
their dire first 40 minutes in last year’s 
opening game against Ireland in Cardiff, 
which, as it turned out, cost them a back- 
to-back and fourth Grand Slam in nine 
years. 

That 22-30 reverse was put into sharp 
relief by successive Welsh victories over 
France, Italy and Scotland, culminating 
in the shock 30-3 crushing of England’s 
Grand Slam hopes, which clinched the 
2013 championship title on a heady night 
for Welsh rugby at the Millennium 
Stadium.

Despite a seemingly never-ending 
injury list, and against a background of 
bitter off-field conflict between the WRU 
and the four professional regions, the 
Welsh camp’s hopes are high of maintain¬ 
ing their impressive progress under head 
coach Warren Gatland and achieving a 
third successive championship title.

The following day, it will be the turn of 
Ireland - who gave the All Blacks such a 
tough test in the autumn - to overcome 
the first challenge to their Six Nations 
title hopes from the slowly re-building 
Scots, who like Italy, ended above them in 
the 2013 results table.

Both the Irish and the 
French will want to 
prove a point against 
the upstart Azzurri, 
who can no longer be 
dismissed as interna¬ 
tional lightweights. 

After all, they con¬ 
founded the form book 
by defeating Ireland 
22-15 and France 23- 
18 when they met in 
Rome last year. 

All in all, despite the

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Dark mysteries and 
ghostly spectres 
from Llanmaes’ past 


THE village of Llanmaes 
lies north of Llantwit 
Major in the Vale, around 
two miles from the 
Glamorgan Heritage Coast 
at Stout Bay. 

The Church of St Cadoc (St 
Cattwg’s) was first mentioned in 
documents from 1254, and is 
believed to have been built upon 
an earlier Celtic groundwork. 

It was awarded a Grade II list¬ 
ing in 1963, as it has impressive 
features such as the chancel, the 
nave, and western tower. 

Although most of the church 
was built earlier, the three bells, 
the tower and chancel were added 
in 1632. Other entries referring to 
the church date to July 17, 1621, 
with another quotation stating that 
the chalice is from 1549. 

A wooden rood (screen) divides 
the chancel and nave, and the large 
font with spectacular rolled 
mountings on its rim date back to 
Norman times. A railed tomb 
devoted to the Nicholl family to 
the east of the chancel was given 
Grade II status in 2003. 

In the church, dedicated writ¬ 
ings are visible, worded in Latin 
which translates to ‘This Belfry 
was erected at the cost of the 
parish and friends (well-wishers) 
to Edward Llewelyn and Iltyd 
Nicholl, wardens of the Church 
1632’. Sir John Nicholl, a relation 
to Iltyd, was born at the Great 
House, north of the church. 

In the churchyard, a 15 th 
Century Grade II listed Calvary 
stone cross with four stone steps is 
a prominent feature. 

Burial records refer to the long 
life of many residents, referring to 
as far back as 1495. An unusual

allusion suggests that a Battle of 
Bosworth field veteran Ivan 
Yorath, in 1485 was 108 years old, 
something which is highly unlike¬ 
ly. In fact, at the age of 44, he is 
documented to have lived out the 
remainder of his life as a fisher¬ 
man in Llantwit Major. 

There is evidence of the 
remains of a 14th Century Norman 
Hall or tower called 
Malifant/Malefant Castle, 

although no documentation about 
these erections have ever been 
unearthed. These sit behind a 
modem house in fields along the 
coastal road, where the mins of a 
Roman fort are apparent. 

Llanmaes House was built 
around 1540 by James Turbevill. 
It was Grade II listed in 1962 and 
is adjacent to the church situated 
in the ancient part of the village. 

Little is known about its inhab¬ 
itants as documentation does not 
seem to exist, except that it was 
enlarged during the 19th Century 
with a central stairwell and pan¬ 
elled rooms. A drawing room and 
reception hall were added during 
the 18th Century. 

The Great House itself is lime 
washed with a dovecot (Grade II 
listed 2003) surrounded by beauti¬ 
ful gardens. The three storey 
building was constmcted in ren¬ 
aissance style. The walls, gate 
piers and gates were awarded 
Grade II status in 2003. 

The focal point of this idyllic 
village is the village green with its 
vibrantly painted pump and a 
wooden bridge stretching across 


the stream which flows through 
the heart of the village. 

The Blacksmiths Arms is the 
only surviving public house in the 
village, and it gets its name from 
the old forge which lies opposite. 

With such a varied history 
throughout the years, the tranquil 
village of Llanmaes may not be as 
peaceful as it may seem because it 
attracts visitors of the supernatural 
kind. 

The eerie image of a tall man 
has been seen on numerous occa¬ 
sions. He has been labelled as the 
‘Peddler’s Ghost’ as it is thought 
that he was a door-to-door sales¬ 
man of Scottish descent, murdered 
in a lane near Picketston. 

His large skeleton was found 
buried beside the roadside, a 
macabre find. Could this ghostly 
spectre be in search of a respect¬ 
ful burial, unable to rest until this 
endeavour is complete? 

Another lane/track road at 
Llanmaes is eerily called Gallows 
Way, aptly named after the 
Gallows Tree where many citizens 
met their end. The startling specta¬ 
cle of phantom black dogs have 
been seen, prowling the lane as if 
in search of someone, or even 
something. 

Could these frightful hounds be 
the faithful companions of the 
condemned, guarding the site of 
their former masters? 

At the dead of night, peculiar 
noises have been heard, together 
with the sound of a mass crowd 
invisibly running along the track 
road, followed by something 
heavy falling to the ground. 

Could these mysterious occur¬ 
rences be linked to a treacherous 
world beyond our grasp?

ACT FAST WHEN STROKE 
STRIKES A LOVED ONE 


I AN LEWIS of the Stroke 
Association, Bridgend, was the 
first guest speaker of 2014 at 
Bont Faen WI - we are all aware 
of the possibilities of suffering a 
stroke and Ian explained that the 
support group provides opportu¬ 
nities for both victims and carers 
to get out of the house and meet 
people in similar situations. 

There are many activities, both 
indoors and outside. 

A total of 152,000 people suffer a 
stroke each year in the UK, one in 
five being fatal, and stroke is the 
world’s second biggest killer, regard¬ 
less of age or ethnicity. 

Many people suffer a mini stroke 
(TIA - transient ischaemic attack) 
which may only last a few minutes, 
but it is essential to report any such 
incident to the doctor as it could be 
warning of a more serious stroke to 
come. 

Obesity, extremes of smoking, alco¬ 
hol and drugs can all be dangerous 
factors and Ian stressed the impor¬ 
tance of healthy living. He said to 
remember to act fast if a stroke occurs 
(the symptoms are facial 
weakness/arm weakness/or speech 
problems).

Barry holds key 

to improved rail 
service in Vale 


A SCHEME that 
could mean more 
trains on the Vale of 
Glamorgan line has 
been praised by 
Vale AM Jane Hutt. 

Network Rail is 
undertaking engineering 
works at Barry station to 
bring disused ‘Platform 
3’ back into use. 

A new back platform 
loop of track will also be 
installed, dedicated to 
the Barry Island service. 

Work has been ongo¬ 
ing since autumn 2013 
and, when complete, 
will improve reliability 
and unlock the potential 


for more trains to run 
between Barry and 
Cardiff, as well as Barry 
and Bridgend, via 
Llantwit Major.

Mark Langman, route 
managing director for 
Network Rail Wales, 
said: “Cardiff has the 
largest travelling work¬ 
force in Wales, with 
around 37 per cent of the 
all workers commuting 
from neighbouring 
authorities, like the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 


“A large number of 
that workforce relies on 
rail and usage continues 
to increase, adding fur¬ 
ther demand on an 
already-congested rail¬ 
way. 

“Enhancing the infra¬ 
structure at Barry is part 
of a wider bank of works 
in the south Wales 
region in helping to 
cater for the extra 
demand from the 
region.” 

Said Lis Burnett, cab¬ 
inet member for regen¬ 
eration, innovation, 
planning and transporta¬ 
tion at Vale Council: 

“More and more peo¬ 
ple now choose to travel 
by rail to get to and from 
work and to access 
leisure activities. 

“Infrastructure 
improvements to enable 
more frequent services 
on this line will deliver 
on important economic, 
environmental and 
social goals for the com¬ 
munities across the 
Vale.”

Concert celebrates 
Mozart’s birthday 
at Dinas Powys 

Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart was born on 
January 27,1756, 
and to mark the 
anniversary, 

Lodron Ensemble 
will present a con¬ 
cert on January 27 
at 7.30pm in the 
Parish Hall, Britway 
Road, Dinas Powys. 

The group of players, 
all from the orchestra of 
Welsh National Opera, 
led by Antony Tarlton, 
conductor of the Dinas 
Powys Orchestra, has 
been assembled to per¬ 
form a serenade, which 
was commissioned by 
the Count Lodron to cel¬ 
ebrate the Countess 
Lodron ’5 name day in 
August 1787, and enti¬ 


tled ‘Lodronische 
Nachtmusik’. 

This piece, played by 
two violins, one viola, 
one double-bass and two 
horns is described by 
one acknowledged 
Mozart expert as a 
‘Salzburg Masterpiece ’ 
but is, surprisingly, very 
rarely performed. 

It will be preceded by 
the better known sere¬ 
nade, ‘Fine Kleine 
Nachtmusik’.

Trading Standards officers began 
their investigation after reports 
of fly grazing on council-owned 
land in Rhoose. Mr Tsoflias 
admitted ownership of the ani- 
\^als only when officers and con- 


tractors attended the site to 
remove three horses. 

Requests were made by 
Trading Standards for Mr 
Tsoflias to produce the horse 
passports; however, these were 
not forthcoming and Mr. Tsoflias 
provided false and misleading 
information to the investigating 
officer. 

He pleaded guilty to one count 
of failing to produce a passport 
without undue delay, for which 
he was fined £150, two counts of 
failing to produce a horse pass¬ 
port for which he was fined 
£300, and one count of obstruc¬ 


tion for providing information 
that he knew to be false, for 
which he was fined £200. He 
was required to pay a £65 victim 
surcharge and costs of £780, 
bringing the total to £1,495. 

Principal Trading Standards 
Officer Christina Roberts-Kinsey 
said: “This result highlights the 
importance of ensuring each 
horse is correctly identified and 
that passports should be pro¬ 
duced without delay to Trading 
Standards officers.

Legacy South and 
Central Wales and 
the Marches, by 
Philip Horton; price, 
£20; Silver Links 
Books. 

THIS latest book by 
Philip Horton demon¬ 
strates his lively inter¬ 
est in railway and his 
knowledge in this vol¬ 
ume of south Wales. 

With over 144 pages, 
we start at chapter 1 
with memories of the 
1960s, with pop music 
and Tom Jones and 
Shirley Bassey. Also the 
production of over 
19,500,000 tons of coal 
and the employment of 
83,000 miners. All 
memories now. 

At that time, all trains 
were powered by steam 
and he has many maps 
to illustrate the lines 
running through the 
area. This chapter also 
considers the impact of 
nationalisation in 1948 
and the implementation 
of the Railway 
Modernisation Plan of 
1955. 

Chapter 2 looks at 
the impact of the 
Beeching Report for the 
modernisation of pas¬ 
senger services in the 
area and the fact that 


most main line wayside 
stations had takings of 
less than £5,000 per 
annum. 

Chapter 3 refers to 
passenger services listed 
for withdrawal by 
Beeching; June 15, 

1964 saw the line from 
Barry to Bridgend 
closed, but restored in 
August 2005. 

However, Barry 
Island to Barry Pier 
closed in 1976 and it is 
very doubtful if it will 
ever re-open through the 
tunnel. 

The various sections 
in the book are very well 
illustrated, with detailed 
maps and many new and 
unseen photographs. In 
the Barry to Bridgend 
section, we see ex-GWR 
tank engines at Llantwit 
Major in the 1950s, 
DMU passing Rhoose 
cement works and 
Porthkerry No 1 tunnel 
and finally the new bay 
platform at Bridgend, 
which is now back in 
use. 

Although the book is 
priced at £20, it is one 
that will be used many 
times for map and photo 
reference - and no 
doubt you will be 
encouraged to travel by 
train again in south 
Wales.
